in this generation was quietly await- 
ing the opportunity to break fuith 
witli his party his friends and with 
the country.

Pugh meant that no Senator had said 
or believed that it was largely instiu- 
mcntal in producing the trouble, then 
he said "no.” lie also quoted Mr. 
Hill, of New York, as stating in his 
speech of August 20 that it could not 
be denied that it lmd Irceu largely in- 
strumental iu producing the existing 
complications. Then he quoted Mr. 
Hill's reference to the President to 
justify the intention that lie would not 
in good faith carry out the Chicago

coal cars, all crowded, had pulled 
across the line, followed by at least

The run to Perry was made in three- 
quarters of an hour.

Thirty- 
live cattle cars were jammed early, 
and hundreds were disappointed. All 
the boomers and town-lot seekers were 
on the line by Ilf o'clock. Many wo- 
men in masculine attire rode horses 
and some were on bicycles. The day 
was cool but dusty. 

There was a jam at C'hillocco Creek, 
which, ow ing to the steep north bank, 
was passable at only a few points. In 
many instances men leaped their horses 
down the eighteen-foot embankment, 
landing in the water aud hastily scram- 
bling out again.

Spain, Devastated by u Flood. 

Madrid, >Sept. 15.— The town of 
Villa-Canns, in the province of Toledo, 
has been devastated by floods, aud a 
large number of lives have been lost. 
Heavy rains have fallen in the pio 
vince, and the town, which is situated 
on rather low ground, was inundated. 
The peoplo had no thought of danger, 
though the many small streams in the 
vicinity of the town were rapidly swell- 
ing and threatening to overflow their 
hanks. 

Late last night, when most of the 
inhabitants had retired, the waters 
from the hills, where there had proba- 
bly lieen a cloud-burst, swept down on 
the doomed town, carrying away al- 
most everything iu its path. Huge 
trees, that had lieen torn bodily from 
the ground, swept along on the crest 
of the rushing waters, and were hurl- 
ed with frightful violence against the 
houses in the path of the on-rushing 
tide. These trees acted as battering 
rams, and carried houses Indore them. 

So sudden was the catastrophe that 
the affrighted people had no chalice of 
saving themselves. Men ami women, 
awakened from sound sleep by ' the 
tottering of their dwellings, frantically 
rushed to windows and leaped out, 
only to lie engulfed in the water that 
was now hissing nnd seething about 
the falliug debris were rapidly uuder- 
miued by the waters, and in many 
eases collapsed before their occupants 
could leave them. The masses of 
wreckage going down on the flood in 
some instances ottered a means of 
escape to persons who would otherwise 
linve lieen drowned. 

It is positively known that forty 
persons were drowned, and it is believ- 
ed that the bodies of many others arc 
buried under the ruins of their liorae^. 
It is thought thut the Government 
will have to extend nid to the, town. 
The people are so stricken by the dis- 
aster that they display no concern 
over the loss of their relatives or prop- 
erty, and assistance will have to bo 
given them until they recover from 
the blow.
